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DETAILED ACTION -30- 

Claim Status 

1 . Claims 1 - 32 are pending in this Office action. 

2. The application has been examined. Claims 1 - 8, 1 0 -1 3, 1 9 - 28 and 
30 - 32 are rejected as detailed below and are pending in this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 - 8, 10 -13, 19 - 28 and 30 - 32 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Patent No: 6,629,097 to Keith (hereinafter 
Keith). 
Claim 1 . 

Keith discloses: 

A computer implemented method for analyzing at least one 
concept within at least one object, comprising the steps of [See Keith 
abstract]: 
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(i) selecting the at least one object for inclusion in an initial set 
of objects to be analyzed [analyzing, select object, See Keith 
Col 7 lines 13-15]; 

(ii) using at least one algorithm to extract the at least one 
concept from the initial set of objects to create an initial set of 
concepts [extract, concept, algorithm, See Keith Col 45 lines 
23-27, 53-58]-; 

refining the at least one concept based upon relationships to other 
concepts [conceptual relationship, extracting concepts from modified set, 
See Keith Col 20 lines 27-31, 35-40]; and 

(iii) performing multi-dimensional analysis on the at least one 
concept present in the initial set of objects to analyze the at 
least one concept within the at least one object 
[multidimensional, analysis, See Keith Col 20 lines 20-25]. 

Claim 2. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses: 



(iv) based on the step of performing multi-dimensional analysis, 
discovering if at least one additional concept exists to create 
a second set of concepts [concept 1, concept 2, See Keith 
Fig1-C-1,Col 25 lines 55-65]; 
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(v) repeating steps (ii) through (iv) if the at least one additional 
concept exists [concept 1, concept 2, concept j, See Keith 
Fig 1-C-1, Col 25 lines 55-65]; 

(vi) discovering if at least one additional object exists for 
inclusion in the initial set of objects to create a second set of 
objects [entity 1, entity i, See Keith Fig 1-C-1, Col 25 lines 
55-65]; and 

(vii) repeating steps (ii) through (vi) if the at least one additional 
object exists [entity 1, entity i, See Keith Fig 1-C-1, Col 25 
lines 55-65]. 

Claim 3. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore 
it discloses: 

(v) determining, based on the step of performing multi- 
dimensional analysis, at least one concept in the initial set of 
concepts to be deleted [pruning (delete), concept, See Keith 
Col 20 lines 35-41]; 

(vi) deleting the determined at least one concept from the initial 
set of concepts to create a second set of concepts [creating 
a modified set (second set), Col 20 lines 35-42]; 

(vii) repeating steps (ii) through (vi) if an additional concept 
exists that needs to be deleted from the initial set of

concepts [pruning (delete), concept, See Keith Col 20 lines 
35-41]; 

(viii) discovering if at least one additional object exists to be 
included in the initial set of object(s) to create a second set 
of objects [entity 1, entity i, See Keith Fig 1-C-1, Col 25 
lines 55-65]; and 

(ix) repeating steps (ii) through (vii) if the at least one additional 
object exists [entity 1.... entity i, See Keith Fig 1-C-1, Col 
25 lines 55-65]. 

Claim 4. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses at least one object is comprised of at least one of structured, 
unstructured and semi-structured data [structured, unstructured, data, See 
Keith Col 18 lines 8-15]. 

Claim 5. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses at least one object comprises a plurality of objects [See Keith Col 44 
lines 61-64]. 
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Claim 6. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses selection of at least one object is based upon a condition, wherein the 
condition is selected from the group consisting of a URL address of the at least 
one object; [URL, concept, entity (object), Keyword, See Keith Col 25 lines 48- 
51, Col 17 lines 35-40,lines 57-60; See also MPEP 803.02 [R-3] Markush 
Claims]. 
Claim 7 . 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses the at least one object comprises an electronic file [text file, 
electronic, Col 30 lines 53-56]. 
Claim 8. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore 
it discloses electronic file is selected from the group consisting of a 
Program File (*.exe) [text files, electronic versions, text/word processor, 
spreadsheet, See Keith Col 30 lines 51-65]. 
Claim 10. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore 
it discloses wherein the step of refining the at least one concept 
comprises the step of: 

determining the relationship of the at least one concept to another 
concept within the initial set of objects [Keith Col 20 lines 27-30].

Claim 11. 

Keith discloses the elements to claim 1 as above and furthermore 
it discloses the step of refining the at least one concept comprises the 
step of determining the relationship of the at least one concept to another 
concept outside of the initial set of objects [Keith Col 12 lines 56-58, Col 
19 lines 54-58]. 
Claim 12. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and 
furthermore it discloses wherein the step of refining the at least one 
concept further comprises at least one of the following steps: 

(a) determining a relationship of the at least one concept to 
another concept within an existing reference [Keith Col 20 lines 6-8]; 

(b) determining a relationship of the at least one concept to 
another concept using a natural language processing (NLP) algorithm 
[algorithm Keith Col 9 lines 27-32, Col 45 lines 54-58]; 

(c) determining a frequency of occurrence of the at least one 
concept within the initial set of objects [frequency, occurrence, Keith Col 
13 lines 26-28]; 

(d) determining a frequency of occurrence of the at least one 
concept within an outside set of objects [Keith Col 13 lines 26-28]; 

(e) determining a normalized frequency of occurrence of the at 
least one concept within the initial set of objects [normalized, Col 26 lines 
20-25]; and 
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(f) determining a normalized frequency of occurrence of the at 
least one concept within the outside set of objects [normalize, Col 26 lines 
20-26]. 

Claim 13. 

The method of claim 12, wherein the existing reference is selected from 
the group consisting of an English thesaurus, an English dictionary, a non- 
English thesaurus, a non-English dictionary, a domain specific thesaurus, and a 
domain specific dictionary [see Keith Col 18 lines 33-43]. 

Claim 19. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses, the step of performing multi-dimensional analysis further comprises 
at least one of the following steps: 

(a) generating reports based on the analysis [Keith Col 15 
lines 57-65, Col 40 lines 47-51]; and 

(b) presenting the analysis in a graphical or visual format 
[Keith Col 15 lines 57-65, Col 40 lines 47-51]. 
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Claim 20. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses further comprising the step of using the multi-dimensional analysis 
to discover a result, wherein the result is selected from the group consisting of 
a trend of concepts within the initial set of objects, a pattern of concepts within 
the initial set of objects, a concept exception within the initial set of objects, 
and at least one relationship between concepts within the initial set of objects 
[Keith Col 12 lines 56-58, Col 19 lines 54-58]. 

Claim 21. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 1 as above and furthermore it 
discloses wherein the method further comprises at least one of the following 
steps: 

storing the at least one concept in a concept repository [database, Col 17, 
lines 63]; and 

sharing the at least one concept with other users [Col 18 lines 1-7]. 
Claim 22. 

Keith discloses the elements of claim 2 as above and furthermore it 
discloses, wherein the method further comprises the step of creating business 
rules to be used in the transformation of data into a datastore [business, 
methods, Keith Col 45 lines 52-53]. 
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4. Subject matter of claims 23 - 28 and 30 - 32 are rejected in the 
analysis above in claims 1 - 8, 10 - 13 and 19-22 and these claims are 
rejected on that basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 9, 14 - 18 and 29 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
